The World's Population. 

The population of the world has in- 
creased 140.000,000 in the past four 
years, and that means a demaud for 140,- 
000,000 more barrels of flour, besides 
meat or its substitutes, for the increas- 
ed population. Therefore, there seems 
to be little prospect of a material re- 
duction in the cost of living. 

Farm Wages. 

Although farm wages in the United 
States increased about 37 per cent, from 
1900 to 1910, land values nearly doubled 
in the same time, indicating that in the 
distribution of the proceeds from farm- 
ing operations, a larger proportion now 
goes to capital account and less to labor 
account than formerly. The interest 
rate on the return on the capitalized 
value of land, however, is probably less 
now than 25 or 30 years ago. The value 
per acre of crop production increased 
about 50 per cent, from 1900 to 1910.

We are indebted to the National Ad- 
vocate, official organ of the National 
Temperance Society, for many of the 
following items — Editor. 

The Webb-Kenyon law, giving Slates 
control over liciuor shipments, was ut- 
held by the Kansis Supreme Court. 

Prohibition will be extended to the 
entire naval service, under an order is- 
sued by Secretary Daniels ai Washing- 
ton, which will go into effect on July 1, 
next. 

A trainman, who is in charge of 200 
passengers and f 250,1)00 worth of rolling 
slock, or who is directing an express lo- 
comotive, needs to be at his best phy- 
sically, and this is possible only in total 
abstinence from intoxicants. 

Senator Olliver. of Pittsburg, has de- 
clared in favor of a Slate wide prohibi- 
tion plank in the Republican party plat- 
form of Pennsylvania. 

Frederick Land is, former member of 
Congress from Indiana, made h a first 
temperance speech in Muncie on March 
1st. He had never been "a reirular pas- 
ses_'er on the Darleycorn S|»ecial. but 
an' occasional tourist." Now he has 
left it. 

A bill is before the U. S Senate io pro- 
hibit t he the sale <>f liquors in the Ha- 
waiian Islands. John C Woolley and 
others have appeared before the Senate 
committee having the bill in charge. 

Because the sale of liquor on its trains 
is unlawful in the Slate of Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
ii , N Y, N II. & Hartford railroad 
system issued orders that no more liquor 
be sold thereon, beginning from the tirst 
of Marcli last. 

The sale of liquors on all dining-cars 
while in Michigan has been forbidden by 
the railroad management of thai Stale. 

The Mississippi Senate made more 
drastic and then passed the law enforce- 
ment bill which had previously pasted 
the House. 

Without a cent of tax receipts from 
saloons, Rock ford. III , during the year of 
1913 expended 1343, 08 08 on public im- 
provements. Its tax rate is the lowest 
of any city of its class in the State of 
Illinois. 

The Maine State Hoard of Prisons and 
Jail Inspectors has reported that "in LB13 
the commitments were 40 per cent, low- 
er than in ll>12, and II? per cent, lower 
than the average for the last six years." 
And this on account of the belter en 
forcement of prohibition. 

When two ex Congressmen are con- 
victed of crimes, we stand aghast at 
such evidence of moral turpitude. But

Birds Come High at Phoenix 
Hotel. 

"Phoenix birds" lake rank among 
rara avis since the cost of prosecuting 
ihe Phoenix Hotel Company, of Lexing- 
ton, for having the birds in its possession, 
alleged to be exposed for sale, has been 
counted up. Ii is estimated in the De- 
part merit of Game snd Fish that the 
tines assessed in the State and Federal 
courts. Hie cos's and attorney fees, run 
the expense well up toward $1,500 
Some 70 quail were involved, which 
makes their price somewhere around $20 
each, to say nothing of the original cost 
and expressage. 

The cases now have all been disposed 
of. After repeated warning that it would 
prosecute any hotels or restaurants un- 
lawfully serving game birds, the Fish 
and Game Department had a represen- 
tative to search the Phoenix Hotel and 
the birds were found. Thai was in Feb- 
ruary, 1912. "Tines amounting to $000 
were assessed in the Fayette county 
court and on appeal the circuit court 
sustained the finding and the fines were 
reduced to $150. The Court of Appeals 
reversed the judgment. On re trial the 
cases were dismissed and the Court of 
Appeals reversed the action of the Fay- 
ette circuit court, which had given per- 
emptory instructiens for the defendant. 
By agreement judgment has been con- 
fessed and fines amounting to $.'180 and 
costs assessed. 

In the meantime the Federal Depart- 
ment instituted prosecution in the U. S. 
Court and a fine of $250 was assessed for 
receiving from Chicago a shipment of 
quail not properly marked.
